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QUESTIONS OF CONSENT 


CONSENT is a fire concept and liberation reality. Central to human rights 
and liberties. Singularly the most important principle in human political, 
sexual and interpersonal relationships. Without consent? Coercion, 
oppression, domination, grief, suffering, soul destruction, evil defined. 


Our humanity first question should always be do you agree to this? Are you 
in favour and do you approve? Is this completely voluntary? Fundamentally 
asking: does the other person, group, community or nation wholly and in 
good faith CONSENT? 


Consent. Crucial to an enlightened, humane and human civilization. Some- 
thing all decent men and women can and do agree upon. No doubt. 


Does the puppy consent to being removed from his mother and little 
brothers and sisters? Taken away forever, in all likelihood never to see 
her family again? Similarly, did the the mewing kitten nestled in his warm 
mom’s teats with his playmates consent to be taken? Never to return? 


Those millions of chicks warmed in industrial hatcheries, did they or their 
hen mothers consent to hatching en mass? Half of which, the males, are 
then dispatched to the grinding wheel to be chopped into fertilizer. Did they 
consent to all that? 


How about the hundreds of thousands of piglets? Born separated from their 
mothers by cold bars. Then removed from their families for fattening and 
mass slaughter. Did they all consent to their sorrowful fates? 


What about the countless kid goats and calves. Where is their consent to 
be separated from mothers and herds. To be dealt with in whatever manner 
awaits them by whomever steals them away? Where is their consent? 


These and all other creatures enmeshed in slavery NEVER consented to 
the way humans act towards them. These beings are incapable of consent. 
And all of the methods humans utilize to control them afterwards scream a 
complete lack of consent. Indeed our instruments of control point to a total 
opposition by these beings to what has happened. Opposition to the night- 
mares what men and women inflict upon them daily. 
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Ultimately consent was never engaged. First because we cannot 
understand their ways of communication. Or, if we do, the choice of 
ignoring all of their pitiable signals of coercion from the start. The cries 

and screams. The howling and wailing we so conveniently block out during 
our evil machinations, amidst our capture and control actions. Any way you 
look at it consent by these beings was never given. And opposition to our 
coercion is ongoing, obvious and lifelong . 


| have highlighted so called domesticated and pet creatures to this point. 
The issue becomes even vastly more clear when approaching the capture, 
control and holding of so-called wild animals. Then the complete lack of 
consent if boldly and glaringly obvious. 


Not only have these beings *not* been genetically manipulated into rough 
subservience - though | hasten to add all animals are wild at heart 
(including human beings). What we call wild animals, creatures stolen 
directly or indirectly from their natural habitats, also possess often lethal 
tools of survival. They are all to willing to unleash upon their captors and 
alleged caretakers. 


Can you or | hope for a more clear sign of lack of consent? That the being 
in captivity would happily kill, wound, maim, or otherwise injure the prison 
keeper? And must be held safely away from the gawking public? | think not. 


All animals held by human beings in captivity are non-consenting. Have 
never given consent to their enslavement. Can never give consent to an- 
imal slavery in any way or form. 


Further... men and women cannot attribute consent to any state, action, 
perceived benefit derived, acquiescence or behaviours of any animal under 
slavery conditions. And by that | mean any creature that is not fully and 
completely free from human domination. Living in their native environment. 
There is only one state: free. Free. Free.
